The electrical inventions of the pat- 
ent office have within the last ten years 
grown into mammoth proportions. 
The great American brain seems to be 
devoting itself to electricity just now, 
and there is a class here devoted to 
this subject. In it are the divisions of 
eleotric signaling, telegraphy, tele- 
phony, electric lighting, medical 
electricity, eleotric motive power, 
electricity generation, electricity con- 
ductors and others. Each of these 
classes have sub-classes, and new 
classifications have to be made every 
year or two. Before ISTti (here were 
less than two thousand patents grant- 
ed for electricity. Since that time 
over eight thousand have been grant- 
ed, and we now give out over a thou- 
sand patents on electrical inventions 
every year. 

And still electricity is in its infancy. 
It has made many ol' the big fortunes 
lay, and the Bell telephone and 
the Western Union telegraph are 
founded upon it. There are now 
electric street ears in many of the 
cities of the country, and a company 
has been formed in Baltimore to run a 
lightning express oxer an elevated 
railroad across the country for the 
carrying of mail and important express 
matter. The car used will be, 1 under- 
stand, about the size of the a\ 

ods box, and the speed will be 
(100 miles an hour. This will beat the 
telegraph and pneumatic tube, and it 
will revolutionise much of the business

I haus, 1 1 man 1 ,11 into ruins 



On its site, there is now a comfortable 
modern farmhouse. The only thing 

that remains to recall the unfortunate 
Blennerhausett is the old well. It is 

forty feet deep and six feet in diame- 
ter, with an old fashioned curb and 
an old oaken bucket. After taking a 
drink from its OOOling depths, we set 
up the camera and took a photograph 
of the well and the blasted free he- 
hind i(. While we were doing this, a 

little hoy w as watching us curiously and 

presently he scurried off to the house, 
.lust as we had finished and (lacked up 
ready to star! hack to the canoes, a 
woman came out and blocked up our 
path. She was quite exoited, flourish- 
ed her arms around and worked her 
jaw at a .wonderfully rapid rale. 1 
told her we could not hear, and she 
might as well save her breath, as she 
was talking so fast. I could not read 
her lips, but she kept on more excited 

than ever. Wondering what was up, 

we Stopped, and I eyed her attentive- 
ly for a while, and succeeded in catch- 
ing a few stray words — "take well" — 
"fifty cents" '—"history well"— '< no- 
body" - " Can't go" — " pay half a dol- 
lar," etc. At last, I caught the drift, 
of her meaning. She wanted half a 
dollar for the privilege of taking a 

photograph of the well. When she 
stopped for breath, 1 Interrupted her 

with, " What's the matter with the 
well', It is there, yet ain't it ? We 
arc not going to take it away." That 
set her off again, but what she said I 
could not, ealeh, as she went faster 

than before, if that was possible. 
Finally I said : "I see, you want fifty 
cents for taking a picture of the well. 

Why didn't you say so before , Here 
is your money," handing her fifty 
cents," good day, I am sure yon have 

earned il." We then started to go, 

but, she kept on swinging her arms 
about and talking till we were out of 

sight, and she may be still al "il at this 

moment, for all I. know. 

Our progress down the Ohio has 
been quite rapid and very pleasant. 
We average twenty-live miles without 
much effort. The scenery alone- (he 

route is line, and improves the fmther 
down we get, At Pomeroy, we had 

to stop at a hotel for the night, be 

cause we got there so late in Ihe after- 
noon thai we did nol want to go any 
farther, and both banks of the river 
for four or live miles are lined with 
houses, factories, salt -works, etc., so 
that we could not find a good Camping 

place. After supper, we started out 

lor a walk, and met Miss Mary F. 
Grow on the street. She is looking 
well, and invited up to her house. We 
accepted the invitation, and called in 
ihe morning and spent a couple of 
hours very pleasantly, but had to de- 
cline her invitation Io dinner, as we 
were anxious to continue our journey. 
We arrived at Gallipolis Saturday 
noon, but kepi on. About four miles 
below, we encountered a slorm blow 

ing up the river, and were compelled 
Io land and camp at (Tipper Mills, a 

small place of about one hundred in- 
habitants. Il rained all afternoon and 
all night, but we managed to keep dry 

and comfortable. The next morning, 
Sunday, we were surprised by a visit 
from . lames T. Irione, an old class- 
mate of mine, whom I had lost Bight 

of for twenty-four years. He is li\ 

ing with his parents on a farm. We 
also saw Clarence Dickey, now a pupil 
at the Institution, diaries Oofl'man 
lives half a mile below this place, hut 
we did nol see him as he is at present 
in the doctor's ham! at (ialilpolis 
with the prospect of losing the Bight 
of one of his eves. About two weeks 
he crof bold of a hot lie full of 
gunpowder, and while fooling with it, 
it exploded cutting his face and breast 

quite badly. Charles was quite a good 

looking boy, ..;::! if he escapes dis- 
figurement for life, h, "ill he for 
tiinale. 

Our progress, so far, has been quite 

uneventful, with the exception of 
the breaking of my paddle. We 
spliced il temporarily, and got a new 
one at (iallipolis. One of i the things 

I hat has hoi hered us, is I, 
water to drink. We find very few 
springs, and Ihe wells are from sixty 
to one hundred feet deep, and curious- 
ly, no matter ljow far back they arc 
from Ihe river, the water in them is 
almost exactly of (he same muddy 
color and taste as the river water, the 

only difference being the temperature, 

which would prove that there is direct 
connection between the wells and the 
river. We usually get Up at fixe 
o'clock. Have breakfast at six. Hack 
up and are oil' at seven. At eleven 
o'clock, we stop for dinner al a hotel, 
if there is one near, if no!, al a farm- 
house. At I vv o o'clock, we stari 
and keep on, with occasional intervals 
for rest, till four or live o'clock after- 
noon, vv estop and cainp-and get supper, 
and by nine o'clock, we are safely an- 
chored for the night in "blanket bay." 
We arrived here, ai Portsmouth, 

last Thursday, and have been taking 
in camp ever since. Joe Heiu- 



down. lie lives a shorl distance from 
Bladensburg, with his father and sister. 
lie is still unmarried, and does not 

seem to be prospering, although he 

owns the farm on which they live. 

As we have only a i'ow days left, 
we will ship the canoes home by rail 
to-morrow, and take the steamer Hon 

ansa at noon for Cincinnati We have 

enjoyed our trip very much, but it 
has been so hot, the last few days that 
we have concluded to stop here. There 
is usually a breeze on thy river in the 
afternoons, and we manage to keep 
cool most of the time, but, this is no 
weather for the exertion necessary to 
reach Cincinnati by (lie 18th. 

1 do not know what has been going 

on in Columbus lately, but as we ex- 
pect to be there soon, 1 will no doubt 
find out and let you know.
